happenings. 


Opinion is almost unanimous that a town with- 
out a paper is a dead town. Reams could be 
written to prove conclusively that this must be 
true, and very little could be said to offset these 
arguments. Who would care to defend an opin- 
ion in opposition to this statement? 


Place yourself in the position of the reader of a 


town paper and endeavor to analyze the im- 
pression created by the omission of news from 


any particular store. How can it fail to be any- 


thing but unfavorable? 

To the readers of any newspaper, store news is 
considered most important-——to some, the most 
important part of the paper. Its omission can- 


not fail to have a harmful effect.

ing out chairs according to patterns, 
handed down in his family. 

Could he teach miners, used only) 
to the rough work of digging coal,' 
the art of chair design? 

He certainly could,

Within a few weeks, according to Mr. 


Pickett, “Sementeen miners at Crown 
Mine were prormémyt chair makers. 
Women were taught carpet evel 
and coverlet and scarf designing. So 
successful were their efforts that a 
second expsriment group took up 
the work at near-by Cheat Canyon. 

Branching out into new fields, | 4 
second type of experiment was be- 
gun in six communities in Clearfield 
and Cambria Counties, Penna., Mr. 

With a common 
fund, raw wool was purchased, and 
the method of washing, dyeing, card- 
ing, spinning, weaving and tailoring 
was studied.

In these same communities, several 
men knew how to tan hides, so hides 
are now purchased from near-by far- 
mers at two cents a pound and made 
into work shoes.

The handiwork. is sold to some extent 
to outside communities.
